- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr Eland orally traversed the restriction and indicated that the case 
should not be restricted. The examiner explained that the method can be performed with another structurally different 
apparatus and the apparatus of claim 1 requires slots and the method does not required slots to connect the shaft to 
the machine element. The examiner explained about other ways to connect the shaft to the machine element such as 
using compressed rubber.

The Office Action identifies two bases for the restriction requirement: 

1) The product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using the 
product- Namely, the product can mount a shelf to a pole without connecting the outer 
sleeve to the nut. 

Issue - This alternative is not a use of the product as claimed . Claim 1 recites a 
second connector for connecting the outer sleeve with the nut. The Examiner's 
example Is a use in which the outer sleeve is not connected to the nut, which is not a 
use as claimed. 

2) The method of mounting an element can be practiced with anothej materially 
different product, such as that shown in Muellenberg or Geib. 

Issue - This example is not a process for using the product as claimed . The 
process as claimed cannot be practiced using Muellenberg or Geib. It appears that the 
example provided by the Examiner focuses on the result of the process (i.e. mounting 
an element on a shaft) rather than the process as claimed, which is what MPEP 
806.05(h) requires. 
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
